A diamond isn’t 
aiways forever

When Humboldt Park resident Nikki Wiskow 
got engaged, she got a big rock to wear. But it 
wasn’t a diamond. 

“I think diamonds in general are just completely 
overpriced for what they are,” said her husband, 
Rob Wiskow, 29. “Itbu can get a cubic zirconia, 
for a fraction of the price, yet only a trained 
jeweler would ever know the difference.” 

Diamonds might traditionally be a girl’s best 
friend, but Nikki, 27, was happy to have an 
aquamarine engagement ring instead. 

“I didn’t want a ring that looked like every 
other engagement ring I’ve seen,” she said. 
‘Also, I wanted a big enough stone that it made 
a statement and would look good on my hand, 
but I didn’t want to be walking around with a 
$10,000 liability all the time, because that would 
make me nervous.” 

The Wiskows aren’t alone. Several Chicago 
area jewelers say they’re seeing an increase in 
couples looking for colored stones to show their 
commitment. 

Rebecca Dohe, owner of Radiance Fine 
Jewelry in Bucktown, said she’s been seeing many 
customers shy away from diamonds just to do 
something different or for political reasons. 

The United Nations has cited trade in “conflict 
diamonds,” gems that come from areas controlled 
by forces opposed to internationally recognized 
African governments, as a crucial factor in 
prolonging brutal wars throughout the continent. 

“I’ve done everything from sapphires to 
peridot,” Dohe said. “I think when it comes to 
an engagement ring it’s more about personal 
taste. You can typically get a bigger stone if you 
do something other than diamonds.” 

Nikki said cost influenced her decision, but 
non-diamond rings can be just as pricey 

“They’re sometimes more expensive than 
buying a diamond,” said Koorosh Daneshgar, 
owner of Wedding Bands & Co. in the Loop. 
“Sometimes {customers] want to get something 
that will be conflict-free. {Sometimes} they 
appreciate getting something more artistic than

Engaged men sporting 
bands to symbolize 
their commitments

Always more apt to follow her heart than 
society’s rules, Regina Engleka proposed to 
her boyfriend, Matt Hayman, last September 
with a ring she designed herself— a diamond 
set in a band of yellow and white gold studded 
with smaller diamonds. 

“I wanted to give him some token of 
my love, and a ring just made sense,” says 
Engleka, 31, a bartender in Somerset, Pa. “He 
said I obviously wanted to marry him if I was 
the one buying the ring.” 

Hayman, 37, is wearing his engagement ring 
on his right hand until the couple’s wedding, in 
June, when it will be soldered to the wedding 
band and worn on his left hand. 

Men in some European countries have 
worn engagement bands for years, but the 
trend is just starting to catch on in the U.S. 
More women want to mark their boyfriends 
as taken during the engagement period, and 
men want an equal piece of the prenuptial 
lovefest. As commitment ceremonies become 
more common and same-sex marriage is 
legalized in some states, gay men too must 
take part in the whole ring-exchange debate. 

In Chicago, couples are purchasing the 
rings for extended engagements. 

“I’ve sold a bunch in the last six months,” 
said Kerry Gaynor, owner of Kerry Catherine 
Engagement Rings in Lincoln Park. “With the 
economy right now, people were planning the 
big bridezilla weddings and now people are 
pushing back their weddings and having two- 
year-plus engagements. When it’s this long 
the girls are wanting him to look taken.” 

Some brides-to-be feel there is something 
sexist about a woman wearing a visible symbol 
of commitment for months before she takes

her vows while her fiance appears single until 
the day wedding bands are exchanged. 

“Women are buying men rings to take 
them off the market,” says Heather Levine 

of theknot.com. 

When Lisa Edd’s boyfriend proposed to 
her in 2001 with an opal ring, she happily 
accepted— then took him shopping for an 
engagement ring of his own. The couple settled 
on a simple silver band, which he wore during 
the long-distance engagement while Edd was 
1,000 miles away at graduate school. 

“Sometimes guys need a reminder more 
than girls do,” says Edd, 27, an editor in 
Boston. “Basically I gave him a ring to mark 
my territory before I left.” 

The jewelry industry is catching on. In 
January the British jeweler H. Samuel released 
a $130 male engagement ring, a titanium band 
embedded with a small diamond chip. In the 
U.S., couples tend to opt for custom rings 
or versatile bands that ultimately become 
wedding rings, and no major jeweler is 


marketing a men’s engagement ring as such. 

“They are mostly like wedding bands, but 
with diamonds,” said Koorosh Daneshgar, 
owner of Wedding Bands & Co. in the Loop. 
“One of the ones I made was similar to Elton 
John’s wedding band.” 

It was a platinum ring with a diamond 
inside that could be seen only when the ring 
was taken off, Daneshgar said. 

Some same-sex couples wear commitment 
rings on their left hands to signify equality 
with heterosexual couples, says Jolene 
Rae Harrington, creative director of 
herecomestheguide.com. But as far as traditions 
go, they’re making them up as they go along. 

Bill Long knew that he and his partner, 
Diego Velez, wouldn’t want to wear more than 
one ring on the same finger, but he still wanted 
to get down on one knee and present a ring. 

“I read about what a traditional straight 
couple would do and tried to find a 
compromise with what would make sense for 
us,” says Long, 35, a tech-support engineer in 
Dallas. “I obviously didn’t expect him to wear 
a big, gaudy engagement ring.” 

He ended up buying matching white-gold 
wedding bands and used one to propose to 
Velez, 37, in late 2007. Ever since, they have 
both worn the bands on their left ring fingers 
to symbolize their commitment because they 
cannot legally marry in Texas. 

Jewelers have worked long and hard to 
convince consumers that bling can buy love. 
To be sure, De Beers created the distinctly 
American idea of throwing down two months’ 
salary on a diamond ring in a 1947 campaign 
with the enduring words ‘A diamond is 
forever.” Now men need two rings too? 

The trend is not being driven by jewelers’ 
marketing campaigns but by a cultural shift, 
experts say 

“Partnerships are beginning in the 
engagement process,” Harrington says. “More 
and more, it’s a two-way street.” redeye special

The scene: If Little Branch Cafe was a residential 
property, realtors might shudder. The one-and- 
a-half-year-old counter-service cafe violates all 
three rules for successful sales: location, location 
and location. Tucked away on the ground floor of 
a South Loop condo building on a street that sees 
scant foot traffic, it’s almost impossible to stumble 
upon. If you seek it out— which you should— be 
prepared to hunt for parking. 

But inconvenience has an upside, F Little 
Branch was located on a high-traffic street, we’d 
predict Bongo Room-esque popularity or at least 
Toast- or Orange-like brunch crowds. As it is, 
weekend brunch, which launched in November, 
draws a steady but not 
overwhelming stream of 
young couples, families 
and singletons, mostly 
from the neighborhood. 
And that’s more or less 
what the cafe’s owners, 
sisters Soo and Sang 
Choi and partner 
Kevin Heisner, had 



in mind when they opened the place. 

Though the space is relatively compact. Little 
Branch manages an airy, modern vibe, A sleek 
wood-paneled coffee bar set with sturdy tree- 
trunk stools designed by Soo, a fashion designer, 
and Heisner, known for his design work at night- 
spots such as Bar DeViUe and Empire Liquors, 
runs the length of the cafe, while floor-to-ceiling 
windows keep things bright and open. 

The cuisine: Hold off those lunch plans, because 
this isn’t your typical coffeehouse fare. Sure, you 
could go Starbucks-style with a scone and a latte. 
But with entrees that hold their own against just 
about any table-service brunch spot in town, why 
would you? Besides, Little Branch just received a 
liquor license, and you’re going to need more than 
a scone to stand up to that bloody mary 
The easiest path to syrupy satisfaction is the 
mascarpone-stuffed French toast ($7.50, left), two 
pieces of brioche toast with a layer of mascarpone 
spread between them— sort of a French toast 
sandwich— luxuriating in vanilla creme anglais and 
sprinkled with candied pecans and fresh berries, 
Litde Branch offers more than a half dozen 
panini on the lunch menu, and the breakfast fritta-

ta sandwich ($7,50) is a testament to the kitchen’s panini 
prowess. Our bacon and tomato frittata, layered with 
melted cheddar, was neady pressed between two slices of 
steaming ciabatta spread with roasted red pepper aioli. 
Almost everything is made from scratch daily, so 
offerings change frequently The huge slices of quiche 
($5,75), for example, might include chicken sausage, 
roasted red peppers, caramelized onions and parmesan 
one day, and bacon, tomatoes and gruyere the next. It’s 
all enough to make you want to move to the South Loop 
just to be that much closer when something new comes 
out of the oven, F that’s too extreme, well, it’s at least 
worth a trip out of your way.

As Season 3 of Showtime’s lusty costume drama “The 
Tudors” begins, Henry (Jonathan Rhys Meyers) has separat- 
ed Wife No. 2, Anne Boleyn, from her head. He’s watched 
Wife No. I, Catherine of Aragon, die of a broken heart. 

Now he’s ready for Wife No. 3, Jane Seymour (Annabelle 
Wallis), who despite eventually bearing him a son can’t keep 
this horny guy from straying. 

But Henry has more on his mind 
than sex. Jane wants him to recon- 
cile with his daughters, Mary (Sarah 
Bolger) and the child Elizabeth. 

(Tes, that Elizabeth. Seeing her 
makes me believe this series could 
go on indefinitely) 

Henry also faces a major new threat to his reign in the 
army known as the Pilgrims of Grace. “The Tudors” gets 
blasted for not being historically accurate, but when it 
comes to the politics of Henry’s reign, it stays close to fact. 
These storylines are just as enthralling as those with naked 
ladies-in-waiting.

Retailers expecting rush 
for rapper’s Nike Air Yeezy

When a shoe gets thrown, it’s a sign of disrespect. 

When a shoe drops, however, it’s a massive fashion 
moment. 

At least that’s the case with the Nike Air Yeezy, the 
limited-edition sneaker designed by Kanye West. The 
first colorway comes out Saturday, and the shoe has 
generated considerable buzz inside and outside the 
sneaker collector community. 

It’ll be available only at select locations, and in 
Chicago those stores are expecting a rush. 

No previous shoe release has 
garnered the anticipation sur- 
rounding the Air Teezy accord- 
ing to Krabieh Ranopolout (a.k.a. 
Krabby Rangoon), manager of 
Saint Alfred, 1531 N. Milwaukee. 
The Wicker Park store planned 
a special release event beginning 
at 12:01 a.m. Saturday 
Why the anticipation? 
Rangoon thought the desire 
could be because it’s a milestone 
of sorts for hip-hop: While rap- 
pers have had shoes before, none 
has been with a brand so estab- 
lished as Nike. West’s seemingly 
limitless gifts for self-promotion 
and aesthetic influence— remember the outbreak of 
Venetian-blind sunglasses?— have no doubt helped. 

“Love him or hate him, Kanye is definitely an influ- 
ence across genres,” Rangoon said. “He has the ability 
to affect a lot of things, whether it be fashion, music or 
even vocabulary” 

To get your Teezys on, you’ll have to pay a sticker price 
of $215, possibly more if a store decides to mark them up. 
But that price isn’t putting people off 

On eBay, some pairs are selling for more than $500. 
And Ben Miller, a sales associate at Self-Conscious, 1021 
W Lake, said the shop has been getting offers from 
people offering to pay double if the store would hold a 
size. Miller said the store is releasing the shoe at ii a.m. 
Saturday, and people will have to show up and take their 
chances. 

That people would make these offers and be willing to 
wait in line may seem strange, especially in a lousy econ- 
omy, but Miller said that like other big collector cultures, 
sneakers have a certain draw. 

“With sneakers, it’s never really affected— maybe like 
the sneakers at the mall, maybe that might be hit by the 
economy,” he said. “But at boutiques and with high-end 
shoes, it’s always going to sell.”

Superman and Spider-Man have not shown any signs of 
weakness— yet.

“We are seeing a little bit of a backlash to the bad econo- 
my,” says Dave Allread, owner of Heroes Comics in Fresno, 
Calif “We will know a little better in a few months wheth- 
er a person who was buying eight to 10 comics each week 
drops down to five or six.” 

Roy Gallagher, owner of Visalia, Calif’s Collectors 
Choice, has seen a small drop as sales are down about 
4 percent to 5 percent from a year ago. 

One reason for concern is the rising price of comic books. 
The average price of a comic book is $2.99. But Marvel 
Comics, the publishing company behind such costumed 
comic characters as Spider-Man, X-Men and Iron Man, will 
raise the price of six of its monthly titles to $3.99. 

No such price increases have been announced at DC 


Comics for its main line of comic books, such as those fea- 
turing Superman, Batman or Wonder Woman.
